Bullet Wounds Cause Death. — 


made yesterday by physicians in Ef- 
fingham, who. examined the long ago 
embalmed body, came to her death 
“from bullet wounds,” the physician 
also finding that “she died in great 
agony.” According to the Effingham 
police, the body was brought there 
from Dixon, Ill., in 1908. It was said 
at that time to be in possession of a 
man named Calhoun. . 

The body next appeared in Salem, O. 
From Salem it journeyed to Spring- 
field, in the same state, where it was 
found in a railroad station. It again 
mysteriously vanished. 

Ten years ago the body appeared in 
Marshall, Ill, near Terre Haute, Ind., 
accompanied by the man French. At 
that time it was packed in a plank box 
fifteen, inches in height and about half 
as wide as a coffin box. It was marked 
“Books.” French stored it in the Hex 
ald building in \Marshall, owned by 
Mrs. Emma Lockhard of Chicago, Mrs.

On the back was 
written: “ Ed Garwood: Let the bearer 
have the box of mine in storage. M. 
French, Plainfield, Il.” 

The box was placed aboard a train 
for Terre Haute. There it was ex- 
amined by A. J. Langham, express 
messenger, in whose car it was shipped 
to Chicago, who said last night:

Late tonight he lapsed into uncon- 
sciousness, For four months he had 
been unwell, the doctor said, but he 
refused to leave his work, saying it 
was important and if necessary he 
would die rather than stop for treat- 
ment. 

The chief justice, who is 76, had al- 
ways been in rugged health, except for 
a slight impairment of vison which 
had troubled him for several years. 

Although recently there have been 
reports current that he contemplated 
resigning, no word from him supported 
them, in fact giving quite the opposite 
impression. Several weeks ago he was 
absent from the bench for a period of 
two weeks with a severe cold but re- 
turned to his duties in apparently 
as good health as ever. — 

Gave Vigorous Opinion. 

On May 2 he delivered a vigorous 
dissenting opinion in the Newberry 
case with his old time force. :

The grain growers do not care greatly whether 
they junk tht Chicago Board of Trade or not. 
They have already perfected plans for their own 
national grain marketing system. If they cannot 
obtain such legislation as will hammer the ex- 
changes down to the status of narrow cash mar- 
kets," they can go a step farther and establish 
their own grain boards. Meantime that innocent 
is disregarded. 

The existing marketing system is the product of 
sixty years of business evolution. It is the best 
yet devised, The growers propose to displace it 
with an untried codperative marketing scheme. 
If they did no more than carry out their plans for 


adding an element bound to create confusion. 
There are already adequate government crop re- 
ports. The more the crop reports the greater the 
confusion and tendency to price fluctuations, 

To finance g the crops the growers propose a 
$100,000,000 corporation at $100 a share, the profits 
from which would return to them. A fee of $10 is 
required from all who sign contracts to sell through 
. With 1,000,000 members this 
means an additional $10,000,000. The project is 
huge. Opposed to this is the existing marketing 
machinery, by means of which the crops are 
financed easily and painlessly. The commissidn 
man’s tolls for cash grain deals are 1 per cent and 
for future trading qpefourth of a cent ‘a bushel.

On either theory common sense is revolted by 
the course adopted in his case. As punishment for 
such a crime sever years or fifteen is grossly inade 
quate. From the viewpoint -of social protection, 
we are not protected. 

A case like this: is an invitation to crime. "It 
vicious impulse or deliberate criminality is af- 
fected at all by suggestion, as we are told they 
are, there is no suggestion in this man's fate to 
deter the vicious, or the criminal. 

If we are not ready to apply the old doctrine of 
responsibility we oyght at least to provide society 
protection against irresponsibles. We do neither. 
If a man is not sane enough to be hanged he is 
not Sane enough to be at large. Discharged de- 
fectives commit some of our worst crimes. We do 
not keep them under proper control. They ought 
to be put out of the way by some form of eutha- 


nasia.

“ Whereas, under the date of April 
6, 1921, the United States railroad labor 
board adopted a resolution which re- 
cited, among other things, that in the 
judgment of the board it is desirable to 
hear at one time and decide in one de- 
cision, so far as may be possible, the 
question as to what may constitute 
just and reasonable wages for all

It must be borne in mind that in 
the British ‘amateur championship 
each heat is over eighteen holes, as 
| agaipst thirty-six in American cham- 
pionship matches. ‘To my mind that 
is just one little factor that may count 
against Jones. The loss of one hole, 
or even two, in the first three of a 
thirty-six hole match does not mean a 
tremendous lot to a player, but in an 
eighteen hole heat it is nothing short 
of disaster. 


Ouimet Cool Player. 
For a long time I have believed that 
‘Bobby Jones is about the best ama- 
‘weur golfer in the United States. 
Nevertheless I have a suspicion that 
should he lese a coupie of holes in the 
first four, his temperament will retard 
his chances of making up the leeway 
in time, On the other hand, Oulmet 
is unlikely to be upset one bit by a 
reverse in the opening stages of a 
match, and that is a very healthy 
attribute, for in a championship match 
one never can guarantee how things 
will go at times. 

Evans Has Best Chance. 
' To be quite candid, I belleve there 
ig quite a good chance of one of the 
Americans running right through the 
British amateur championship, espe- 
cially since the arrival of Bvans. He 
has just that style of play which will 
carry a player a long way in a big 
tournament. 
, In short, I think it ts a toesup be- 
tween Evans and OQuimet for superior- 
ity in the tournament, with Jones 
closely pressing them for the honor.

The 
best brands seem to cost about half 
what they formerly did. A pound fo

teaspoon of soda, one-half teaspoon 
baking powder, and one and one-half 
cups of flour, two tablespoons of cocoa, 
one teaspoon of vanilla, or use spices 
for flavor. 

Sift flour, cocoa, baking powder and 
soda together. Beat egg with a pinch 
of salt, add sour milk to it, and beat; 
then beat a cup of eifted sugar into 
the mixture, and add butter just mélt- 
ed: of the butter and sugar may be 
creamed together. Fold dry mixture 
into this a little at a time, and va- 
nilla, and bake. “ 


This is enough to make three layers, 


bolled white icing. Or it may be 
baked as cup cakes, to be served with 
Whipped cream, or iced.
